AN OCEAN RACER. 


The Furst Bismarck Crosses the Briny 
in Phenomenal Time. 

New Yorn, May 16.—The Furst Bismarck, 
the new giant twin-screw racer of the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Co., arrived off Sandy 
Hook at 11:28 o’clock on Friday night. She 
made the passage from Southampton to Sandy 
Hook in the remarkably quick time of 6 days, 
14 hours and 15 minutes. She traveled a dis- 
tance of 3,096 miles, and succeeded in not only 
making one of the fastest maiden trips ever 
made by any other transatiantic liner, but 
she smasbed all records between here and 
Southampton.

Their delineation 
is instructive anda revelation. The acting 
of the figures, both men and horses, is fine. 
The accuracy of the detail denotes the most 
careful study and the premiere touche’’ is 
also plainly visibieon all his works. The 
Crow scout represents the Indian in army 
attire and is an interesting study apart from 
the splendid movement and accurate portray- 
al ot the subject. ‘*The Study of a Trooper 
shows that the action in Remington’s pictures 
is not due to the addition of the horse, for in 
this it is depicted by the admirablyfine way 
in which the man stands alone. In the 
Cheyenne scout, the sunshine dazing the 
Indian’s eyes has a peculiarly fine effect. 

Mr. F. H. De Haas of New York shows three 
notable pictures: Marblehead Harbor, Fos 
Clearing Away, Dutch River View’’ and 
‘*Tinker’s Island. The first is a remark 
ably realistic work, yet it is almost all in 
monotone and modified by the soft gray tones 
ot the fog. The sunlight and shadowy tones 
are exceedingly effective; the fog is about to 
break and the sunlight is just to appear. 
The difficult blending of shadow and light 
is marvelously caught, and 60 per- 
fect is the effect that the clear- 
ing seems to be an actual movement. 
‘*Tinker’s Island“ is a beautiful bit of work

ADAM'S TROUBLE. 

It is a mistake to say that man’s toll began 
only with the expulsion from Eden. God him- 
self toiled, and toils still, There is not a 
tree, nota flower, not a bird or a beast—ex- 
cept man—that does not toil, and toil inces- 
santly. 7 

True, the harder task was laid upon man on 
his being driven out for his folly and idijeness. 
And then and there it was pronounced, ‘‘In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread.’’ 

So I think you may let it be written down 
that it was mainly out of sheer idleness and 
unwillingness to do the lighter task first laid 
upon him that Adam found marriage a fail- 
ure.

I tell you, from the 
throne don to the bottom of the Empire, the 
English are toilers—tollers and persistent 
tollers.

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MAINE’S HAWTHORNE HOUSE. 


The Place Where the Great Novelist Lived 
in His Boyhood, 

While Massachusetts is interested in the 
proposed removal of the Hawthorne house 
from Salem to Chicago, there to turn it into a 
show building, it is in order for Maine to an - 
nounce a fact little Known to the general 
public, to wit, that she likewise possesses a 
Hawthorne house. It is standing to-day, just 
as it stood when Nathaniel Hawthorne, a lad 
in his teens, occupied it, with his widowed 
mother and two sisters. 

It is situated in a woodland region in the 
town of Raymond, in Western Maine, about 
twenty miles north of Portiand, and close to 
Lake Sebago, of whose charms and those of 
its tributary, Songo River, Whittier and 
Longfellow have sweetly sung. It is Known 
through all that region as the ‘*‘Hawthorne 
house, and remaining as it does outwardly 
unchanged from the days when it was occu- 
pied by the embryo romancer, is an object of 
sentimental and bistoric interest, to which is 
added the halo of old settler romance and 
Indian tradition with which the place is ro- 
mantically invested. | 

To this wild, picturesque, isolated spot 
came Mrs. Hawthorne and her three chil- 
dren, and dwelt several years in the utmost

seclusion. The house was built by her 
brother, Richard Manning, of Salem, Mass., 
who, becoming disabled by some accident, 
wentto Raymond near the close of the last 
century, built an elaborate mansion a few 
rods from the one subsequently occupied by 
the Hawthornes, Kept servants and lived in 
fine style; married a Raymond lady—Miss 
Susan Dingley—and there passed the re- 
mainder of his life, and is buried in the old 
cemetery near by, as a biue slate headstone 


bears witness. 

Barring a slight touch of time, 
says the Boston Herald, the Haw- 
thorne House retains outwardly precisely the 
same appearance as it did when tenanted by 
the famous family whose name it bears. 
Nevertheless, the large, piain, two-story 
wooden structure and its surroundings have, 
somehow, an air of desolation and decay. Its 
walls are unpainted and time-stained; the 
fences have disappeared; the garden wall is 
down, and the garden itself, In which Mrs.

Active Operation sin the La Plata Rich 


Ore Found in the Castle Vein—Work 
Resumed in the OCapitol—The White 
Cap—Local Mining Gossip. 

LEADVILLE, Colo., May 16.—A recent trip 
through the mines of Rock Hill showed a 
large increase im the size of the ore bodies 
since last mention was made of the proper- 
ties located there, and the shipments are 
correspondingly greater. The Crown Point 
people, after getting through the dyke of 
gray porphyry east of the shaft from the 650- 
foot level, beganan upraise to get through 
the biue limestone tothe contact between it 
and the porphyry, where a large chute of ore 


is expected to be found. 

On the Only Chance the drift in the lime at 
the 285-foot level has now advanced to the 
Gast about 230 feet. Raises will soon be made 
e of ore found in the 

e, the intersection being quite 
likely to be rich. 

The Red Head shaft is to be cut out and re- 
timbered to the bottom, and breaking of ore 
will then be resumed. These folks have 
large bodies disclosed on their workings, but 
the surface water from the melting snows 
has damaged the shaft to such an extent that 
it is unsafe. 

The Orecentia shaft is to be abandoned, 
and a nes one sunk some distance to the 
south of the present one. The reason for 
this is that the original shaft was sunk toa 
depth of about 800 feet in the early days when 
they were sinking small shafts. When these 
folks took hold of it, they enlarged it from 
that point down to about 550 feet from the 
surface, dut after meeting considerable wa- 
ter, which means room for steam pipes to 
and water columns from the station pumps, 
it was decided to be the better plan to sink a 

working shaft, as they have now, in the 
workings of present one demonstrated the 
fact that ore exists there in a considerable 
quantity. 
WORK ON THE LA PLATA. 

A tremendous amount of work is going on 
in the La Plata, though the greater propor- 
tion of it is being done by lessees. The com- 
pany, however, have driven a drift from the 
0 foot level cireling around the shaft on the 
limestone prospecting for ore, and are now 
about 600 feet east of the main shaft. Here 
they are raising through the lime, and are up 
about 80 feet, intending to go 9 feet in all. 
In this drift, about 300 feet from the shaft, 
some lessees have a fine body of lead ore, 
found in a channel in the limestone. Some of 
this lead ore comes 300 to 0 ounces of silver 
to the ton. At another place on the upper 
levels there is a breast of good carbonate ore 
at least ten feet in thickness. This is being 
shipped from heavily. 

The Delaware folkare still drifting south 
from the bottom of the shaft, This is about 
325 feet from the surface. 

The New England Co., whose property is 
located at the head of California Guich, and 
consists of about sixty-five acres of valuable, 
though comparatively unprospected ground, 
are making arrangements to resume the 
sinking. 

On the Ohio Bonanza they have a shaft 
down about 450 feet, the last 2300 feet of which 
wasin highly mineralized matter, through 
which bands of steel galena were distributed. 
Under all this, however, is the re Lead- 
ville contact, and a further sinking of from 
100 to 200 feet will Joubtiess bring them to it. 
This is considered by mining men to be a most 
promising section, asitis overlaid by thick 
sheets of pyritiferous porphyry, whose pres- 
ence at any point is conceded to have an im- 

t bearing on the deposition of ore, 
owing to the sulphur contained in the pyrites 
of iron in the porphyry. This by aqueous solu- 
tion is carried down to the lower stratum and 
there deposited in the form of sulphides. 

It is some time since your correspondent 
mentioned the workings of the William Wal- 
lace. This has been because it was every day 
expected that a strike of the Castle View-ore 
chute would be effected ,and itfis only just now 
that they are beginning tocut intoit. The 
drift was carried out about 300 feet to the east 
of the shaft, atthe 60-foot level, and there 
the ore, whichisafine lead carbonate, was 
caught. 

STRIKE IN THE CASTLE VIEW. 

As previously reported the Castle View folk 
found, under a big body of argentiferous 
iron, a streak of rich lead sand. This has 
been opened up pretty thoroughly and is now 
being shipped from, while the tron has been 
contracted for tothe amount of 9,000 tons. 
The excess of tron and manganese over the 
silica in the ore makes ita most desirable 
ore. 

No work is being done on the Big Chief, 
through the shaft on that property at pres 
ent, all ore mined being hoisted through the 
Maid of Erin shaft, connections between the 
two properties existing at the 6) foot level. 

On the Capital a resumption of work has 
taken place, and a large and powerful pump- 
ing plant is being added. Meanwhile, the 
water that had accumulated in the shaft, 
and risen to a point about two hundred feet 
from the surface is being rapidly removed by 
a valve Ducket. As this property has been 
previously described, it will be sufficient to 
say that itis one of those locations made on 
the old Seari piacer, and at a depth of 300 feet 
the shaft encountered white porphyry solid 
andin place. This shows that no giacial 
action has uncovered the contact between 
the porphyry and the carboniferous lime- 
stone, and the chances are very much in 
favor of this shaft getting ore. 

AN IMPORTANT TRANSFER.

MINING OPERATIONS IN MISSOURI. 

CARTHAGE, Mo., May 16.—It is pleasing to 
note the constantly increasing extent of area 
covered by the mining operations of this sec- 
tion. There seems to be no limit as to possi- 
bilities in Jasper County and certainly there 
is no sign of flagging in interest. Many of 
the oldest camps have recently had large 
additions made to their facilities, and the 
class of machinery now in use is of far 
heavier make than was at one time 
deemed ; Owing to the 
greater depth to which the prospectors 
have gone it was absolutely necessary to 
abandon much of that formerly used and, as 
the mineral is obtained in larger bodies at 
the lower depths, the cost of putting in new 
machinery is soon met. During the past 
week much prospecting has been done on new 
land and the strikes are likely to prove very 
profitable. Vivian & Sons reported a very 
heavy body of mineral in their new 
shaft and are preparing to take 
out mineral on a large scale. 
Other operators are rejoicing on account of 
recent developments. kach new find neces- 
sitates the employment of an increased force 
of miners and calis for additional mining 
plant. This makes business good with the 
foundry men in all the camps and strengthens 
belief in the future prosperity of the camps. 
At the Thacker diggings near Joplin an aban- 
doned claim was recommended. It was 
known that the lot had yielded heavily when 
operated beforetime, but the Kansas City 
men who had it gave it up. No sooner 
had the management begun the 
new shaft than they found indications 
strong from grass roots down. They also 
drifted and a 12-foot drift came across heavy 
mineral. One block was fully 3,00 pounds in 
weight.

If you can, always have 
your sleeping room well ventilated, and get 
inthe habit of drawing deep, full breaths 
while in the open air, always inhaling the 
breath through the nose. The habit of deep 
breathing strengthens the lungs and make 
them perform their work of purifying the 
blood in a more t ah manner. 

Now we come tb the external remedy; 
bear in mind that although this isan import- 
ant part of the treatment, the other part is 
just as important, if not more so. 

Get the best soap you can—imported cas- 
tile is generally considered to be the best 
and wash the skin thoroughly with soft 
water and soap. Afteryou have done this, 
wipe it nearly dry with an ordinary towel. 
Now with the hand and fingers rub the skin 
thoroughly, don’t stop when it gets a little 
red, but keep it up until it smarts slightly. 
This should be done at least once a day and 
twice is better after the cuticle becomes ac- 
customed tothe process.

the world. The fight is possessed of especial 
interest because it will go a long way toward 
settling the heavyweight supremacy. The 
winner of this fight will undoubtedly be 
matched against the winner of the Slavin- 
Kilrain contest and the result of the meeting 
between the two victors will determine 
which of the quartette is the best man. He 
is the man to pit against Sullivan. 
Aside from these four men the only 
heavy weights in the world entitled to look 
for championship honors are Joe Goddard of 
Australia and Charley Mitchell. The latter 18 
rather light for the others, and while God- 
dard has improved greatly and proved him- 
self a powerful and terrific, though not scien- 
tific, fighter, it is not likely that he is the 
equal of Slavin, who whipped him with great 
ease when in Australia. 

It cannot be said that either Jackson or 
Corbett have either been thoroughly tested. 
Corbett fought and defeated Joe Choynski 
twice when both were mere boys, and both 
ofthem have improved greatly since. This 
is practically his only ring experience, as his 
set-tos with Jake Kilrain, Dominick Meat - 
rey and others were mere sparring contests 
of a few rounds and are no 
tests of a man’s ability in a 
finish fight. Jackson has whipped 
George Godfrey, Joe McAuliffe, Patsy Car- 
dit and others, but no first-class man has 
ever met him in this country. Corbett should 
undoubtedly be able to give him more 
punishment than any of these men, as he is 
far cleverer and, the question is, whether he 
or Jackson Will stand punishment best. In 
reach, Jackson hasan advantage of nearly 
three inches and he is also slightly heavier 
than Corbett, but very little. In height they 
are equals.

experience. Bantam, the New Orleans sport- 
ing authority, whois a great admirer of the 
Californian, writes as follows about the men: 

In the forthcoming contest for pugilistic 
supremacy between Jim and Peter a match 
us isa match’’ will be found. Jackson isadan- 
gerous man with the mittens, and he has all 
the necessary qualities to stamp him a fore- 
most man in the fisticarena. His height, his 
reach of arm and his mighty chest measure- 
ment are factors of no mean quality, and will 
prove a very powerful barrier to mow down. 
His experience in the Australian, American 
and English roped inclosure should make him 
acool and calculating ring general and a 
guardian against the machinations and in- 
trigues that his prospective adversary may 
set for him. Sympathies should never be al- 
lowed to help wina fight, and such a thing 
cannot prevail in such a club as the 
California Club, composed, as it is, of 
gentemen of Maj. McLaughiin’s stamp, but 
certain it is that if Jackson conquer Jim Cor- 
bott the majority of sporting men’s feelings 
willl be terribly hurt. These men are too 
closely matched to suit either principal or his 
partisans, consequentiy the betting on the 
result should be spare and nearly even. I 
have never seen Jackson fight, but I have 
followed his tareer closely in print. Oorbett 
and others have described his manner of 
handling the glove, and 1 judge him a hard 
man to get on to. Mr. Naughton of San Fran- 
cisco, who made quite a number of friends 
when here to dothe Fitzsimmons-Dempsey 
fight, told meallabout Peter’s style of at- 
tack and retreat, so I feel reasonably certain 
that I know the man whose abilities I am dis- 
cussing. 

I have seen Corbett on numerous occasions 
in tun and in fight,’’ and his frolicking 
manliness has made itself felt by all who 
have seen the gentlemanly boxing instructor 
from the land of the golden nugget. Peter 
has never met a man in a fight who coulu 
think as fastas his coming antagonist, nor 
has he ever confronted in battle regalia a 
man of Jim’s science and brain faculty. The 
Oallfornian is undoubtedp the cleverest big 
man ever known to have lived and fought in 
the ring; he has an eye akin to the hawk’s for 
quickness and perception, and his lion heart 
forbids him to aught but smile when engaged 
in a boxing match. 

No doubt many people will be fearful of 
pinning their faith to either of the two men 
who are to meet and pound each other good. 
Not so with the author ot this article. Ban- 
tam will not on this occasion attempt that 
which he has heroically evaded in the past, 
namely, fail to name a winner in a boxing- 
‘match. Of course, I have missed the mark 
a couple of times, but I will not let one or two 
misses deter me in saying that which I think 
will occur. Jim Corbett, should whip Peter 
Jackson. Jackson has a hard head, and that 
part of his make-up will be severely let alone.

I watched 
Myer last May, when hetoed the scratch, 
and he looked frightened; he didn’t seem to 
be impressed with the idea that he hada 
‘cinch,’ consequently he lost caste almost 
upon the inciplency of hostilitiesand never 
regained it. One of my strong ideas of Bow- 
en’s natural superiority is based upon his 
bulld. He is short with great and long arms 
fora man ot his size, andthe strengthof an 
ox. In a ring sense he is as brave as a lion 
and as tractable as a lamb. 

He willrush Myer from the jump, and 1 
tell you, reader, if he gets on to Billy, and 1 
think he will, he will half Kl him. Meyer is 
not a boxer, at least he wasn’t up to last 
May, unless he learned since, and the only 
wonder about him is that he ever foughta 
draw with Jack McAuliffe. Tosum up the 
whole go, Bowen should whip Myer and he 
should whip him handily, without much loss 
of blood and at little inconvenience to him 
self. The battle, to my reckoning, should be 
more one-sided than the Carroll-Bowen mill, 
and it should not last as long astwenty-eight 
rounds, either. It will not, unless Myer per- 
formrs ‘pedestrianating’ evolutions.’’ 

A NEW YORK OPINION. 

New YORK, May 16.—Now that the big race 
is over the sporting fraternity is again trying 
tofigure out which of the two big heavy- 
weight boxers, who are to contend next 
Thursday night for a purse of $10,000 at the 
California Athetic Club, will take the lion’s 
share of that money. During the past few 
days a very strong tip has been going the 
rounds on Corbett, and this has had a 
tendency to change the betting 80 
that instead of 2 to 1 the prevailing 
odds are about 100 to 70 on the wiry black. 
All along I have fancied Jackson. Corbett’s 
hands are none too good. In the matter of 
experience he is not to be compared with the 
other man, and he certainly is not anything 
like the general that Peter is. Corbett’s 
style of sparring is just what the Antipodean 
likes. It will take a remarkably good in- 
fighter and a man who devotes all his time in 
the ring to that style of work to beat Jackson, 
in my opinion, and Corbettis not a particu- 
larly effective punisher at close quarters, 
or, at least, has never shown 
himself to be such. Bat the members 
of the California Club who will be present, 
and it is safe to say that there will be few ab- 
sentees, will see as Interesting a battle as has 
been looked at there or anywhere else in 
many a month.

HARVARD'S MEN WILL BE AT THE FRONT— 


YALE’S PRIZE WINNERS. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 16.—The Harvard 
Athletic team, which Capt. Moen commands 
this year, is undoubtedly the strongest that 
ever represented this college. It looks as if 
1891 would add another victory to Harvard’s 


long list. Of last year’s victorious team only 
a few of the prize-winners have been grad- 
uated, and their loss is more than compen- 


sated for by the accession to the team of 
shot-putters and 


record- breaking walkers, 
hammer-throwers. So the team is the best 
all around ever entered by by any college, 
and can easily defeat any of the 


other colleges, taken separately. But when 
over twenty colleges are entered in one com- 
petition calculations are rendered more com- 


plicated. First and foremost comes E. OC. 


Moen, 91, the captain of the team. Moen

In January, 1661, Gen. Sherman resigned Ie) 
position as superintendent and professor in 
the Louisiana State Military Academy. He | 
had handed over its banking account and all 
its equipment, etc., by date in February 
when Mr. Jefferson Davis inaugurated as 
President of the ‘‘Confederate States of 
America. His loyalty to the od nag“ 
never wavered for a moment, and he allowed 
no personal considerations to weigh in the 
balance. He had a wife and children depend- 
ent upon him and no private means. He had 
not been long enough at the college to recoup 
the expenses incurred by the removal of his 
family to Louisiana. The creation of a new 
establishment, of a new home, had cost 
money, and he was much out of pocket by the 
transaction. We find him expressing a hope 
inaletter to the college authorities that he 
might be dealt with liberally as regards the 
money due to him as salary. Writing to the 
President of the Board of Supervisors he says: 
may be some time in finding new employ- 
ment and will stand in need ot this money 
($500); otherwise I would abandon it. 

The light-heartedness with which men be- 
gin afresh in life, after failure or disappoint- 
ment in some previous venture, is a peculiar 
feature inthe American character. An En- 
glishman in Gen. Sherman’s position at this 
time, with a family dependent upon him for 
Support, would have felt appalied to find 
himself adrift once more upon the wide, 
wide world without any assured means of 
livelihood. 

Toward the end of March, 1961, he started 
* north by rau from New Orleans for his old 
home at Lancaster, via Cairo and Cincinnati. 
Aefriend in st. Louis proposed he should De- 
come president of a tram-car company there, 
with a salary of 400 a year. This he gladly 
accepted and set to work at his new duties 
with his usual energy and zeal. He and his 
wife took in boarders to increase their slender 
income. 

At st. Louis he found himself in a vortex of 
excitement, He loathed pg@jitics, and de- 
spised politicians. He thought it was they 
who had got things ina hell ofa x, and 
he wished to leave it to them to get the na- 
tion out of it as best they could. The neus 
papers fanned the public excitement to the 
highest pitch,’’ and there were dally threats 
of fighting between the two factions. He 
tried to keep aloof from all this, and talked 
freely on the subject with but a small number 
of very intimate friends. 

He had only afew days entered upon his 
new tram car’’ duties, when by telegram 
he was offered the position of Chief Clerk in 
the War Departmentat Washington, with a 
promise that he should be made Assistant 
Secretary of Warwhen Congress met. This 
Offer of employment was obtained for him 
through the influence with Mr. Lincoln, of 
his brother, the politician, He refused it, on 
the piea that he had already accepted em- 
ployment in St. Louis, had ‘‘rented a house 
and incurred other obligations,’’ and was, 
consequently, not at liberty to change.’’ 

HIS RETURN TO sr. LOUIS. 

Later on in the month the State authorities, 
suspecting the loyalty to the United States of 
the general in command at St. Louis, pressed 
him toacceptthe command of the depart- 
ment with the rank of Brigadier-General. 
This he also declined, He did not wish then 
for any military employment. Sherman never 
had any belief in Mr. Secretary Seward's 
theory, that in ninety days the war would all 
be over. He had lived too long in the South, 
and kneu the determined character of its 
gentlemen and people too well to have any 
faith in this purely political view in the case. 
lie felt from the beginning that a great war 
was before them, and when the first shot was 
fired in Charleston Harbor, he knew well that 
thousands must die in battle before the 
**States-right’’ question at issue could be 
definitely and forever decided. 

In the beginning of May, 1861, he wrote to 
Mr. Cameron, then Secretary of War: ‘‘I did 
notand will not volunteer for three months, 
because I cannot throw my family on the 
cold charity of the world. But for the three 
years’ call made by the President an officer 
can prepare his command and do good 
service. I will not volunteer as a soldier, be: 
cause, rightfully or wrongfully, I feel un- 
willing to take a mere private’s place; and 
having for many years lived in California 
and Louisiana, the men are not well enough 
acquainted with me to elect me to my appro- 
priate place.’’ 

In the volunteer regiments raised at this 
time the men elected their own officers, a 
system which of itself is sufficient to paralyze 
ern of any army where it is prac- 
tised. 

Some few days after he had written thus 
he was gazetted to the command of the 
Thirteenth Regular Infantry, one of the 
ten new regiments Mr. Lincoln had ordered 
to be raised. He atonce resigned his posi- 
tion in the tram-car company, and repaired 
to Washington to rebegin an army career. 

There he worked under the immediate or- 
Gers of Gen. Scott, the octogenarian com- 
mander-in-chief, of Mexican renown. The 
plan of that able soldier was to organize, for 
the invasion of Virginia,a very large army 
of volunteers, with the small regular army of 


the United States as its ‘‘iron’’ backbone. |

Another Federal army under 
Gen, Patterson was being similarly organized 
at Martinsburg. The middie of J

men with 600 guns, and with them to advance 
upon Richmond. n was not destined, 
however, to take part in any of McClellan's 
campaigns.

At this time, Gen. Sidney Johnston, a very 
able soldier, commanded the Confederate 
army at Bowling Green, and Gen. Zolicoffer 
that at Somerset, both in the State of Ken- 
tucky. Why they did not join hands and take 
Louigsville—a very simple operation it would 
have been—passes all comprehension. 

This was the condition of things when Mr. 
Cameron, the Secretary of War, paid Sher- 
man a visit. Much serious conversation took 
place as to the condition of things in Ken- 
tucky, and Sherman told him, in the pres- 
ence of several others, and at least one news- 
paper correspondent, whom Mr. Cameron in- 
sisted upon being present, that for the mere 
protection of his 300 miles of front he re- 
quired at least 60,000 men; that if the rebel- 
lion was to be put down it was necessary to 
assume the offensive, and for this purpose an 
army of 200,000 men would be required, Sher- 
man’s views were absolutely right, but this 
honest statement of them was not politically 
convenient. It did not then suit Mr. Came- 
ron’s party to acknowledge that any such 
enormous efforts would be required before 
the seceding States could be brought 
back Into the Union. The general who held 
such views, and did not hesitate to 
annunciate them, was not to be tolerated. 
It mattered nothing if those views were true; 
it was not then politically convenient to 
recognize their truth. Sherman must there- 
fore be robbed of all public consideration, 
so that his opinions should be generally re- 
garded as valueless. He was, consequenily, 
at once referfed to most slightingly in the 
press, and dubbed ‘‘insane and crazy,’’ ap- 
parently on the authority and by the conni- 
vance of the Secretary of War. The impres 
sion was carefully spread abroad, that ‘‘the 
cares, perplexities and anxieties of the sit- 
vation had unbalanced his judgment and 
mind. Ina letter of Nov. 4, 1861, Sherman 
said he left the future to decide whether he 
had or had not over-estimated the number 
of Union troops required to destroy all armed 
opposition in the valley of the Mississippi. 

THE CABAL AGAINST HIM. 

It is, perhaps, superfiuousto add that the 
educated General was right andthe civilian 
Secretary of War was wrong. He winds up 
bis official report of Nov. 6, 1861, on the 
situation of affairs in the Department of 
the Cumberland’’ as follows: Do not con- 
clude, as before, that I exaggerate the facts. 
They are as stated, and the future looks as 
dark as possible. It would De better {tf some 
man of sanguine mind were here, for I am 
forced to order according to my convic- 
tions.’’ 

The upshot of this cabal against him was 
his supersession by Brigadier-General Buell 
in the middle of November, and his transfer 
to serve under General Halleck in the Depart- 
ment of Missouri. But even here the news- 
papers followed him with statements ‘‘harp- 
ing on his insanity.’’ His wife took alarm, and 
went to 8st. Louis to see him. With her he 
returned home on twenty Gays’ leave, there 
being nothing doing with the army in this 
period of mid-winter. These injurious and 
lying reports not only damaged his reputa- 
tion but affected his health. Gen. Halleck, 
under whom he was serving at the time, re- 
port to McClellan: ‘‘I am satisfied that 
Gen. Sherman’s physical and mental system 
is so completely broken by labor and care as 
to render him, for the present, unfit for duty. 
Perhaps a few weeks’ rest may restore him. 

Upon his return to duty he was appointed 
to command a camp of instruction at Benton 
Barracks, where over 15,00 men were as- 
sembied. 

Gen. Grant now appeared on the scene, and 
carrying out Halleck's plan of campaign, 
moved up the Tennessee River, and took Fort 
Henry on Feb. 6, 1662. The capture of Fort 
Donelson, on the Cumberland River, fol- 
lowed. Sherman was now ordered to assume 
command of the troops at Paducah. The 
Confederates abandoned Bowling Green, and 
fell back to Nashville. 

On March 10, 1862, Sherman embarked his 
division of four brigades at Paducah, and 
steamed up the Tennessee River to Fort 
Henry. Eventually it landed on the 19th at 
Pittsburg Landing, and took up a position 
covering the roads to Purdy and Corinth. 
There it was joined by the divisions under 
Gen. Grant, then in command of all the 
troops on the Tennessee River. 

BATTLE OF SHILOH. 

Sherman tell us that, as he considered the 
army to be then engaged in offensive opera- 
tions, he did not deem it necessary to 
strengthen his position by encroachments 
against attack. That position was strong, 
and later on in the war it would have been, 
asa matter ot course, rendered almost im- 
progna die as soon as occupied. From about 
April 1, he had become aware of the presence 
in his front of a strong force of Confederate 
horsemen. Uptotheeveningof April 4 he 
thought that he had only cavalry to deal 
with, and that the guns which had opened on 
his lines were horse artillery. He was still 
under the impression that no large force of 
the enemy was in his front up to the morn- 
ing of the 6th, when the battle of Shiloh be- 
gan. In fact, both Sherman and Grant, like 
Wellington and Blucher in 1815, were so in- 
tent upon their preparations for a forward 
and offensive movement, they were not pre- 
pared for the vigorous attack then made upon 
them by Gen. A. E. Johnston. 

When Gen. Nelson telegraphed that he 
could De at Savannah with his division on 
April 5, 1862, Grant replied he need not hasten 
his march. Yet at that moment, though 
Grant and Sherman were ignorant of the

GRANT IN DISGRACE. 

Soon after Shiloh, Gen. Halleck arrived at 
Pittsdurge Landing, and assumed rsonal 
command of the army in the fleld. Gen. 
Gran s in disgrace, and during the subse- 
quent advance upon Corinth, de had no, 
troops under him. He was nominally the 
second in command, but, in reality, had 
nothing to do with the operations that led to 
its capture. 

The disaster of the Federal armies on the 
Potomac led to the supercession of McClellan 
by Halleck as Commander-in-Chief, in July 
1962. Grant was again taken into favor, and 
took Halleck’s place at Corinth, while Sher- 
man assumed cOmmand in Memphis of West 
Tennessee, vice Grant promoted. New Or- 
jeans had been taken in May, 1862, and in the 
winter of that year the general Federal 
scheme was that Banks should work up the 
Mississippi from thence, whilst Grant should 
work down to meet him. The at object 
was, of course, to obtain complete command 
of that t navigable highway, and so cut 
the Confederacy in two. 

The capture of Nec ena was essential to 
the success of this pias. rant’s idea was to 
send Sherman with about 40,000 men up the 
Yazoo River for the purpose of taking it from 
the rear, where it was not then thought to be 
very strong. 

On Dec. 22, 1862, four divisions on board 
steamers reached Friar’s Point. From 
thence they proceeded up the Yazoo River, 
and four days later they disembarked near 
Walnut Hills. 

This attempt upon Vicksburg ended tn fal- 
ure; but, as Gen. Grant wrote, n. needs no 
apology.’’ Subsequent attacks, made in 
stronger force, were similarly repulsed, 
although much more was known of the 
enemy’s position and of his defensive works, 
than was known to Sherman. About this 
time, the enterprising Van Dorn—a highly 
educated soldier—captured Holly Springs, 
and cutting Gen. Grant’s line of communica- 
tions, forced him to fall back. He could ren- 
der no assistance to Sherman, whilst his 
retrograde movement made availabie for the 
defense of Vicksburg the large force which 
had been opposed to him. 

M’CLERNAND’S APPOINTMENT. 

By Jan. 2, 1863, all Sherman’s army had re- 
embarked, and Gen. McClernand arrived 
with orders to supersede Sherman. This 
chan was made 7 Mr. Lincoln himself 
who had been persuaded that both Grant and 
Sherman had dreadfully mismanaged their 
operations on the Mississippi. 

Gen. Grapt's original plans for the capture 
of Vicksburg were not apparently approved 
by the President or his Secretary of War, 
Mr. Stanton. Three times within one month 
the advance had been arrested by telegrams 
from Washington. McClernand, one of the 
civilian political generais of division in 
Grant’s command, was a personal friend of 
Mr. Lincoln’s and of Mr. Stanton’s. In the 
month of A st, 1862, he had ne ona 
short leave to Washington, and whilst there, 
was able toconvince the President and his 
Secretary of War that the plans and views 
of such cut-and-dried soldiers as 
Grant and Sherman were slow, 
formal, and although possibly  scien- 
tific, entirely unsuited for the object 
intended, and for the means avalladle for its 
accomplishment. His views and projects 
were not trammeled, he anges “sf any non- 
sensical rules learnt from Jomi at West 
Point. The result was, a secret order, not 
communicated to the general in command of 
the troops in the Mississippi Valley, desiring 
McClernand to assume command of Sher- 
man’s Army Corps as well as of his oon. AS 
a soldier, or a leader, he was not worthy to 
clean Sherman's pistol; but that Gene ac- 
cepted the position witb all due submission 
asan order emanating from the President. 
In Sherman’s own words, he ‘‘subsided 
quietly into the more agreeable office of a 
corps commander, determined to make 
that corps a panty Span one, second to none. 

Then was rebegun, under this civilian 
General, what Imay term side operations, 
that had no real effect upon the main issue 
at stake. What Grant termed‘‘his wild goose- 
chase“ up the Arkansas River, in January, 
1868, contributed little to the one great point, 
then of paramount importance, namely, the 
capture of Vicksburg. McClernand was soon 
relieved of his Independent command, but at- 
tributed this to the jealousy of the clique 
of West Pointers, who have been persecut- 
ing me for months.“ WOLSELEY.

The simplest is the most beautiful in the 
world of mineralogy, while organic creatures 
need complicated, elaborate lines to make 
them beautiful,’’ says Goethe. However, the 
realm of the animal] kingdom presents Many 
cases in which the impression of picturesque- 
ness made in the arrangement of the external 
parts ofthe organism, depends solely upon 
simple mathematical principles or rules. I 
need only remind my readers of the leaves of 
the various crassulacee and cactus, which 
follow a regular spiral design. By examining 
the peculiarly attractive architecture of the 
cone of the fir tree, the pine apple and other 
similar plants we will ind that all of them 
present lines that seem to have been drawn 
with the circle. 
MATHEMATICS IN BOTANY. 

The two botanists, Braun and Schimper, 
were the first to undertake to trace the ap- 
parently mysterious laws that govern the 
regular arrangements of the leaves of plants. 
The resuit of their researches was the 
knowledge of the fact that in many cases the 
arrangement of the leaves. as well as that of 
other organic parts, could be reduced to de- 
nite and often very simple fractions by be- 
ginning ata given stipula and determining 
the number of leaves intervening between 
the starting point and the last leaf situated 
immediately above the zero point, giving at 
the same time the number of circles around 
the trunk, that must necessarily be described 
for this purpose. The number of the latter is 
then used as the numerator; that of the 
former as the denominator cf the fraction.

SPRINGFIELD, In., May 16.—The only ripple 
of excitement at the Illinois capital thig week 
was the visit or rather the call of President 
Harrison. It cannot be said that the town 
was all torn up over the affair. Since the 
action of the Illinots Republican delegation to 
the last National Convention, who insisted on 
dictating to the people of Indiana which one 
oftheir men should be chosen for President, 
there has not been a feeling of excessive

Senator 
Milt Mathews, President of the Senate, sat in 
A carriage in a conspicuous place and some 
brother Senator addressed him as Mr. 
President. The crowd took him for Har- 
rison and there was a rush for the carriage. 
Milt accepted the situation and played Presi- 
dent for full ten minutes, shaking with both 
hands and kissing babies that were handed 
overthe heads ofthe mob. State Treasurer 
Wilson, who is as much of a Wag as 
Matthews, after enjoying the sell, called out, 
**Hello, unt!“ This put the people on, and 
in thirty seconds Milt was alone.

AMERICAN ARTISTS. 

Of American artists there are eighty-two 
painters in oil, sixteen amongst the pastel- 
lists and aquarellists and seven sculptors. 
Our country people make a goodly show this 
year, the average of § their work 
being unusually high. Many of them 
have sent large and important pictures, 
nearly all of which are on the 
une. The Gil Blas in its illustrated supple- 
ment of yesterday published an engraving of 
Julius Rolshoven’s “Cardof Evil Omen, and 
all the prominet French critics have words of 
commendation for the American pictures. I 
am rather surprised, I must confess; to find 
our artists figuring thus brilliantly at the 
salon, for not only have they contributed ex- 
tensively to the International Exhibition at 
Berlin, but a group ot them have seceded in 
favor of the salon of the Champ de Mars. The 
jary of that new exhibition has proved 
itself, I hear, even more mereiless than that 
ofthe regular salon, and sundry of the re- 
jected amongst the French artists are using 
strong and unpariiamentary language 
towards M. Carolus Duran, whois this year 
the moving spirit at the Champ de Mars, vice 
Meissonier, deceased. I think that the 
painters, both native and foreign, will find 
out before many years have passed that 
the grave, consclentious men who pre- 

e over the destinies of the 
regular salon are more apt to treat 
the rising artists of the day 
with fairness than all such bigotted if bril- 
liant theorists as Roli and Gervex and Caro- 
lus Duran. Those last named can see no 
meritin any work that is not executed ac- 
cording to their ideas, and forget that 
the powerful association of the older paint- 
ers admitted tothe Salon the works of Manet, 
and Bastien Lepage, and others who did not 
at all carry out their theorles of art but who 
were men of talent. 

DID NOT GET IN. 

Ihave not yet seen the illustrated syndi- 
cate letter, that has long ere this 
given to the American press and 
public engravings ofthe principal American 
contributions of the year. I am inclined to 
think that the names of some artists are 
therein included which do not figure in the 
catalogue of the Salon,a very possible con- 
tingency if the wood cuts were executed be- 
fore the bulletins of rejection or acceptance 
had been received. Certain it ig thatthe 
names of some of our painters who talked the 
loudest and made the most fuss about the 
works they were going to exhibit are not to 
be found in the official volume. It is not al- 
ways wise to announce before hana with 
much flourish of trumpets and beating of 
drums the sending of a masterpiece to the 
exhibition, for the jury has a way of not see- 
ing things exactly as their creators see 
them.
